At the last piecemeal annexa- 


tion, Ballard said, he made up his 
mind not to vote in small, unim- 
proved property until after an in- 
vestigation of annexation prob- 
lems. 


He indicated that property an- 


nexation, bit by bit, throws a 
wrench into the possibility of any 
large scale annexation by refer- 
endum. 


He said some property owners 


"want in" and others don't, that 
by annexing those -who do now, the 
city is wiping out "yes" votes 
needed in a referendum. 


Ballard cited that piecemeal an- 


nexation is against the advice of 
Kincaid and Associates, Chicago, 
city planning firm hired by area 
taxing bodies to compile a master 
plan. 


He said the Chicago firm felt 


property shouldn't be annexed un- 
til improved by curb, streets, gut- 
ters and sewers. Ballard fell such 
annexation also was unfair to the 
city planning commission. 


He'd Resign 


The commissioner added that if 


he was on the commission he'd 
quit, assuming the city council 
was adding to the muddle existing 
now in the Assembly park area.

He was an adviser for 
the Kefauver senate investigating 
committee during its hearings 
across the nation on crime and nar* 
cotics. He was the originator of 


the Halloween Mardi Gras for 
children which was used in 2,000 
cities and towns in the United 
States and Canada last year. He 
sponsored \the first such event 
while sheriff of Scott county, Iowa, 
in an effort to reduce damage by 
high-spirited youngsters on Hal- 
loween. 


The mayor also is a member of 


the board for Boys' Town, Neb., 
and a member of the advisory 
board of Mooeeheart.

Busie said that in his visits to 


reformatories and other institutions 
across the nation he has found 
youths begging for guidance and 
assistance. 


Parental guidance, he continued,

If adults would accept their re-

emergency, the President told a 
news conference. 


His administration, he added, be- 


lieves the prosperity of a country 
lies in the prosperity of its masses, 
not in the wealth of any small 
groups.

Humphrey's Opinion 


His statement followed an ex- 


pression of opinion by Secretary 
of the Treasury Humphrey Tues- 
day that the country is undergoing 
a "rolling readjustment" which is 
nothing to be disturbed about. 


In response to a question, Eisen- 


hower said he is sticking by his de- 
cision that it will not be wise to 
try to raise the minimum wage of 
75 cents an hour at this time of 
economic transition. 


Ray Scherer of the National 


Broadcasting Co. asked for com- 
ment on what Scherer described as 
a feeling in some quarters that it 
is practically un-American to say 
there is a recession going on. 


A Free Country 


• Eisenhower laughed and then 
said this is a free country and 
people are entitled to use whatever 
language* they like. 


As for himself, Eisenhower said, 


he supposes we have receded from 
something since not everything is 
at its peak. 


In a conference covering a wide 


range of subjects, Eisenhower al- 
so: 


1. Declared emphatically that he 


will not compromise one bit—on* 
single word—on the Bricker treaty 
power amendment in any way 
which would alter the traditional 
balance of power between the 
three branches of government. He 
said he still is willing to endorse 
any compromise proposal designed 
to make it clear that no treaty 
shall contravene the Constitution.

spread of hysterical fear in con- 
nection with America's possession 
of atomic weapons. Big talk and 
bombastic statements are not the 
way to deal with the situation, the 
President said, adding that a calm 
attitude is the better course. 


4. Said that if the people of Indo- 


china are determined they want 
to be free, they probably will be 
in the long run. If they don't have 
such determination, the President 
declared, the outcome of the strug- 
gle against Communists there may 
well go the other way.

5. Put it squarely up to the 


Senate to decide whether Albert

ewes plenty of high-quality legume 
roughage. In addition, begin giving 
them about one-fourth pound of 
grain a day six to eight weeks be- 
fore lambing time. Gradually in- 
itrease this ration until they are 
getting one pound per day four to 
fix weeks before they lamb.

Bricker Bill May Wind Up 


In Committee 


President Eisenhower is the living symbol, and one of 


three custodians, of a basic principle laid down by the writers 
of the Constitution 165 years ago: the separation and bal- 
ance of powers between the president, congress and the 


Presidents have had wide latitude in handling foreign 


affairs 
The power is not absolute. A president cannot 


make a treaty with a foreign government unless two-thirds 
of the senate approves. 
. 
But a president can make an agreement with a foreign 


government. It may have the effect of a treaty but doesn't 
need senate approval. 
Eisenhower has insisted he must have traditional free- 


dom in this field of foreign affairs. 


But Sen. Bricker (R-Ohio) and others who share his 


views looked with misgiving upon such presidential latitude 
and reasoned this way: 
Some day some president might get this country into 


trouble by deliberately making an agreement—instead of a 
treaty which would have to be examined by the senate. Fur- 
ther, the Bricker group argued, even the senate might some 
day approve a treaty which might mean a loss of some 
states' or citizens' rights. 
Therefore Bricker proposed a constitutional amendment 


that would specifically give the senate the right to regulate 
all executive agreements. It would also provide that treaties 
dealing with matters the Constitution reserves to the states 
could be valid as domestic law only if the individual states 
passed laws in keeping with the treaties.

Eisenhower said this would ham-string any president 


in handling foreign affairs. In fact, he said, the whole gov- 
ernment would be handcuffed. 


Bricker's supporters began to melt away and his pro- 


posal is now as good as dead. But there remains in the sen- 
ate strong sentiment that a constitutional change is needed. 


No one argues there is any imminent catastrophe require 


ing immediate action. The senate could send the whole prob- 
lem back to its judiciary committee for more study. It may 
wind up doing that.

points. North had 18 points and 
thus knew that the combined count 
with either 34 or 35 points, enough 
for a small slam but not for a 
grand slam. Hence North went 
right to the slam in no-trump with- 
out frills or complications. 


West opened the ten of spades, 


and South counted 10 tricks in top 
cards. He saw that the clubs would 
provide an llth trick even if the 
finesse lost, so he won the first 
trick in dummy and led a low club 
to finesse the queen. 


South was pleased to discover 


that this finesse succeeded, but 
the rest of the hand failed to 
please him. The hearts didn't 
break, and there was no squeeze, 
end-play, or other device to make 
the contract. Down one. 


There was no need for South to 


monkey about with the clubs so 
early. 
After 
winning the 
first 


spade trick, South should cash two 
top hearts to find out whether or 
not the suit breaks favorably. It 
is immediately clear that West 
started with four hearts. 


South should next take the top 


spades, ending in dummy. This 
shows that West started with five 
spades. It is obvious that West is 
short in clubs and that an end 
play is therefore too risky. 


Because of the bad break in 


hearts, South is dependent on a 
successful finesse for the king of 
clubs. He should also decide to 
play Past for the ten of clubs. 


Declarer must lead the jack of 


clubs from the dummy to begin 
the lay of the clubs. Kast covers 
with the king, and South wins with 
the ace. South gets back to dum- 
my with the queen of diamonds to 
lead the nine of clubs. East should 
play low, of course, but South lets 
the nine of clubs ride for a finesse. 
The rest is then easy.

The Doctor Says: 


Epilepsy Should Not Be 
Cause for Complete Despair 


By EDWIN P. JORDON. M. D. 


Mrs. T. writes that her 13-year- 


old daughter, who has never been 
sick in her life before, has taken 
three epileptic fits in a week. She 
says she is bewildered and afraid 
to let the little girl go out at all, 
and feels as though her life is 
ruined. 


This distress on the part of the 


parent of a child who develops 
epilepsy is certainly understand- 
able, and one can give deep sym- 
pathy to the mother, while telling 
her that she must not despair, 
but rather to take what steps she 
can to aid her daughter. 


Epilepsy is primarily a disease 


or condition of the brain. It is com- 
monly divided into two main var- 
ieties. The less important kind is 
called petit mal, in which there is 
a brief loss of consciousness with- 
out convulsions. The severe type is 
called grand mal, in which there is 
loss of consciousness with typical 
convulsions. 


Before an attack there is usu- 


ally a peculiar sensation in some 
part of the body. This is known 
as an aura. The sensation is hard 
to describe, but an "uneasy feel- 
ing"1 in the stomach area is one 
of the most common. Those who 
have epleptic attacks learn to re- 
cognize this aura and to know that 
an attack is on the way. 
* 


At the beginning of a major at- 


tack the patient may give a loud 
scream or yell, which is called an 
epileptic cry. When an attack first 
begins the head is usually drawn 
back or to one side, the jaws are 
fixed, the hands clenched and the

One-Dish Meals 
Are Easy Meals 


A one-dish meal can be a good 


answer for davs that seem full of 
rush hours ana !ast minutes. It 
tan be prepared eatly and cooked 
In the oven or in a special casser- 
ole cooker while you go about your 
other work. 


Usually you'll want to supple- 


ment your so-called one-dish meal 
•with a salad or dessert in order 
to give variety in texture and 
tempeiature and to have the meal 
balanced nutritionally. 


There's no lack or recipes for 


one-dish meals. Use your knowl- 
edge and experience in food prep- 
;n-'ion. and fHlow the u«ual prin- 
ciples of cookery, advises food 
specialist Patricia Wyatt of the 
University of Illinois home econ- 
omics department. 


Miss Wyatt points out that you 


can have a wide variety in such 
dishes if you start with left-overs 
or foods that are available in 
quantity or very cheap and make 
changes in combinations and fla- 
vor. She lists some points worth 
considering in these combinations: 


1. White sauce, meatstock or 


condensed soups make a good 
liquid base for many dishes. 


2. If the greater part of the 


dish is of some bland food, such 
as potato or rice, and the smaller 
part of some strong-flavored foods, 
such as cheese or onion, it will be 
very tasty. 


3. Small amouts of such things 


as crisp buttered crumbs, chopped 
parsley, minced green peppers or 
onion juice give interest to the 
dish. Tasty sauces, especially to- 
mato, also often give this touch. 


4. Color In various foods, such 


as peas, green peppers, pimentoes, 
tomatoes or carrots, makes the 
dish more attractive. 


Broil some canned peach halves 


and serve with bacon and eggs tor 
Sunday brunch. Try them, too, 
with pancakes or French toast.

To Freeze Eggs 


It is a good idea to package 


eggs for freezing in amounts tha 
you will use at one time Pin 
jars will hold enough egg white; 
to make a large angel food cake 
half pint contameis will hold the 
right amount of whole eggs for a 
number of recipes. You can freeze 
smaller amounts in plastic ice- 
cube trays or small plastic molds 
and then wrap them individually 
after they are frozen. 


In case you have not followed 


this system and the amount of 
eggs is laiger than you need for 
a recipe, home economists at the 
Univeisity of Illinois say to use 
3Ji tablespoons of defrosted whole 
egg mixture for each egg called 
for. Two tablespoons of defrosted 
egg white equal one egg white, 
end lji tablespoons of defrosted 
egg yolk equal one egg yolk. These 
are only approximate amounts, of 
course, since the sizes of eggs 
vary. 


When you freeze eggs, be sure 


to include date of storage on the 
package label. Frozen whole eggs 
and egg yolks will keep for six to 
eight months, while frozen 
egg 


whites will keep for a year.

Ballard added he knew why the 


others of the council voted "yes" 
on the latest annexation. 


Spell* Reason* 


He contended Commissioner Carl 


F. Plowman, accounts and finance, 
always voted the line of least 
resistance; that Commissioner L. 
J. Welch, public property, was 
afraid of private real estate com- 
petition ; that Commissioner Joseph 
E. Vaile, streets and public im- 
provements, was politically obli- 
gated, and that Mayor Slothower 
has developed an inferiority com- 
plex. 


Ballard said Slothower purports 


to be a champion of the people and 
at the same time is" willing to sac- 
rifice their interest for that of a 
few. The commissioner claimed he 
was looking out for the interest of 
Dixon's more than 11,000 popula- 
tion. 


Commissioner Vaile took the 


floor and lashed back at Ballard 
and his comments, stating Ballard 
"has been asking for it and will 
get it if he doesn't curb his con- 
duct." 


Resents Remarks 


He said he resented Ballards re- 


marks, that he doesn't know any- 
thing about Kincaid, and doesn't 
want to be accused of insincerity 
or of voting politically. 


Vaile added he couldn't under- 


stand why the council should vote 
to keep some property owners out 
while the city has been asking 
Swissville to join Dixon. He said 
there is no ordinance prohibiting 
unimproved property from annex- 
ing. 


In regard to Kincaid. Vaile said 


that firm will have to submit plan- 
ning recommendations to the coun- 
cil 'and that the city planning com- 
mission has no right to tell the 
council what it can or cannot do. 


He said Ballard has the authority 


to enforce the present zoning ordi- 
nance, that it's his job to do so. 


Commissioner Welch said the 


present laws allow people to come 
into a city. Why penalize a few 
who probably can force their way 
in if they want to? 


However, Welsh said, he now was 


ready to consider future talks on 
eliminating piecemeal annexation. 


Commissioner Plowman, refer- 


ring to Ballard's remarks on Vaile's 
politics, indicated Ballard's talk 
smacked of a political speech. 


How About School? 


Ballard came back at the coun- 


cil with a question on what has 
happened to a report on the pos- 
sibility of annexing the Dixon State 
school. 


Mayor Slothower said no report 


was given to the council because 
no definite information is available 
and, that the State welfare director 
doesn't even have the answers. 
Slothower said he is about to con- 
tact legislators on the matter with 
view to determining the advisabi- 
lity of annexation. 


However, before such annexation 


is opportune, the State legislature 
will have to pass an amendment to 
the special cemetery tax law au- 
thorizing cities under 15,000 popu- 
lation to levy a cemetery tax. 


With the annexation of the state 


school, Dixon would be thrown into 
the 15,000 plus bracket, disqualify- 
ing the city from making the levy, 
meaning a loss of about $8.000 a 
year toward maintaining Oakwood 
cemetery. 


$24,000 A Year 


Annexation of the state school, 


authorities believe, would net the 
city about $24,000 a year additional 
motor fuel tax for street mainte- 
nance, money which could not be 
used otherwise. 


The mayor, referring to Ballard's 


comment on inferiority complex, 
said he didn't know what "Brother 
Lyle" meant, that in his long pub- 
lic experience it was the first time 
he was typed in that category. 


Slothower said it was the duty of 


the council to serve citizens and 
not dictate to them, that if people 
want to join Dixon, the council 
should listen to them. 


While interested in annexation 


for 10 years, Slothower indicated he 
was aware addition of large areas 
will cost the city far more than any 
extra taxes derived. He said he is 
attempting to compile figures in 
that regard. 


Hits "Quick" Meetings 


Ballard then took off on the coun- 


cil's practice of "quick meetings," 
giving the public the impression 
the city has no problems. 


He condemned such action on a 


theory the council should think up 
problems whereby the city might 
be improved. The commissioner 
said it's embarrassing to read in 
the paper of meetings that lasted 
only two minutes. 


Referring to Slothower'* prefer- 


ence for "quiet" aessions, Ballard 
said maybe the mayor is "holding 
the city back by not creating 
problems." 


Slothower countered, 
recalling 


that three years ago, before his 
election, he was described as a 
"horse and buggy" operator, just 
plodding along. He emphasized, 
however, his methods apparently 
put him in office.

Renews 
Attack 
Blasts West for 
Plan to Bring 
Germany Into EDC 


BERLIN M) — A new Soviet at- 


tack on the West's plans for » 
European army embroiled the Big 
Four conference today in another 
session of words. 


Russia's V. M. Molotov, opening 


the foreign ministers' ninth meet- 
ing in Berlin, loosed a tirade at 
the West for espousing a Germany 
that would be a partner in a Eu- 
ropean defense community. 


Molotov declared 
the 
United 


States and Britain are "the mid- 
wives of the European army" — 
an army Moscow appears to dread 
even though it would be purely 
defensive in character. 


This was Molotov's day to make 


another try -at imposing the Soviet 
idea of a united Germany, an ef- 
fort he must know by now is use- 
less. He had contrived a plan for 
"free elections" and presumably 
laid it before the conference, with- 
out much hope of it accomplish- 
ing anything more than a bit of 
home front 
propaganda behind 


the Iron Curtain. 


Before today's session the West- 


ern foreign ministers conferred at 
length.

Messaggero and II T e m p o of 
Rome, conservative newspapers, 
had heightened worry in Vatican 
circles that the Pontiff may be 
suffering from 'cancer. 


King- George died of a throm- 


bosis in 1952, after he had been 
operated upon for cancer of the 
lung.

Pope's condition since he was 
forced to cancel a big general 
audience just a week ago today, 
said during the past two days a 
part of the press had made "con- 
jectures that were arbitrary and 
inconsistent with the news." 


"Bits of news," it said, "have 


been gathered here and t h e r e 
and attributed to 'authoritative 
sources' with the aim of validating 
that which was only the fruit of 
mere fantasy." 


Happily Negative 


A Vatican press office bulletin 


Tuesday said medical 
examina- 


tions with "happily negative re- 
sults" had established that the dis- 
turbance from which the Pope suf-< 
fers is of "a gastric nature, pro- 
voked by nonadequate functioning 
of the neuro-digestive system." 


The announcement described the 


ailment as nervous indigestion. 
Hiccuping from time to time dis- 
turbs the Pope's sleep. Four Ger- 
man nuns' watch over him in his 
private Vatican apartment. 


The Messaggero and Tempo ac- 


counts said the Pope had been 
placed on a liquid diet. They said 
he suffers stomach pains that re- 
quire frequent applications of ice 
packs for relief. •

000 damages under the Dram Shop 
Act and $10,000 exemplary or puni- 
tive damages. 


The suit was brought by Mr. and 


Mrs. William C. Knuth, Amboy, 
their two children, Rita and Wil- 
liam, against three area taverns 
and affiliated persons. 


Named as defendants were Har- 


old F. Considine, doing business as 
proprietor of Considine's tavern, 
Harmon; Hubert D, Considine and 
James Lloyd Considine, executors 
of the estate of the late Uoyd 
Considine, former proprietor, who 
died April 7, 1953; Louis Moore, 
proprietor of the Royal Palms, 83 
Galena av.,; Ruth K. Carney, own- 
er of the building housing the 
Royal Palms, 
and 
Frank 
P. 


Dempsey or Violet M. Dempsey, 
proprietors of Dempsey's tavern, 
Amboy. 


The plaintiffs alleged the tavern 


owners sold alcoholic liquors to 
Donald Pieper, Mt. Morris, killed 
in the accident, and Donald Noble, 
Amboy, driver of another Car in- 
volved in the mishap." 


According to the complaint, Pie- 


per was driving north on Rt. 26, 
while Noble was driving south 
when the cars collided, resulting 
in the death of Louise Knuth, 18, 
daughter of Mr. and Mrs. William 
C. Knuth. Miss Knuth was a pas- 
senger in the Noble car. 


The plaintiffs charged that Pie- 


per, a minor, obtained ' alcoholic 
liquors at Considine's tavern and 
the Royal Palms, and became in- 
toxicated.

The 34-year- 
old Haymes was born in Argen- 
tina, first entered the United States 
in 1937 and never became a citi 
zen.

Carthy (R-Wis), defending the rec- 
ord of the senate investigations 
subcommittee he heads, has been 
granted the full amount of money 
he asked for another year's work.
